Transexual  operations  are  to  be  included  in  med- 
ical assistance  provided  by  the  (New  York)  city  and 
state  for  persons  on  welfare,  the  Appellate  Division 
ruled  yesterday  in  interpreting  benefits  provided  un- 
der the  Social  Services  Law  . . . In  a 3-1  decision  it 
ruled  in  favor  of  41-year-old  Denise  R.  who  has 
been  living  as  a woman  for  16  years.

NEW  JERSEY  JUSTICE 

An  important  lower  court  decision  was  handed 
down  on  January  31,  1975,  by  the  Honorable 
Charles  R.  DiGisi,  Judge  of  the  Bergen  County  Juve- 
nile and  Domestic  Relations  Court,  that  a transexual 
whose  psychological  gender  and  anatomical  sex  have 
been  made  to  conform  through  sex  reassignment 
surgery,  should  legally  be  considered  a member  of 
the  chosen  sex. 

The  case  was  based  on  a request  for  support  and 
the  subsequent  determination  by  the  Court  as  to 
whether  the  marriage  of  a postoperative  transexual 
(known  as  such  to  her  husband  who  had  paid  for 
surgery  before  marriage)  was  legally  binding  under 
the  law. 

The  decision  of  the  judge,  based  on  careful  re- 
search of  the  subject  and  study  of  legal  precedents, 
including  the  April  Ashley  case  in  England  as  out- 
lined in  the  opinion,  is  being  appealed.  However, 
should  the  Court’s  judgment  be  sustained,  it  will  be 
a landmark  decision  and  establish  a vital  precedent 
in  the  field.

MORE  NEW  JERSEY  NEWS 

A private  hospital  in  New  York  State  recently 
received  a communication  from  a Medical  Consultant 
of  the  Division  of  Medical  Assistance  and  Health 
Services  (Medicaid)  of  the  New  Jersey  Department 
of  Institutions  and  Agencies.  Following  is  an  extract: 

“Prior  authorization  is  granted  for  admission  to 
your  institution  of  the  captioned  Medicaid  recipient 
(applying  for  Gender  Change  Surgery).  This  author- 
ization is  relative  to  hospital  admission  with  the 
length  of  stay  determined  by  Medical  necessity,  and 
for  physicians’  services.  Reimbursement  will  be  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  New  Jersey  Health  Services  Pro- 
gram and  will  not  be  made  for  periods  where  justi- 
fication for  acute  hospital  care  cannot  be  substan- 
tiated.” This  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Passaic 
County  Legal  Air  Society. 

WE  REPEAT  — BEWARE! 

EEF  office  continues  to  receive  reports  of  the 
use  of  silicone  injections  for  breast  enhancement. 
Aside  from  the  fact  that  this  contravenes  Govern- 
ment regulations,  it  is  a serious  hazard  to  health, 
verified  by  the  medical  press.  We  cannot  caution 
you  often  or  strongly  enough  — Danger  Ahead! 


1975  STANFORD  SYMPOSIUM 

The  latest  techniques  in  psychiatric  evaluation, 
rehabilitation,  therapy,  reassignment  surgery,  com- 
munity resources,  follow-up  and  alternative  treat- 
ment were  reported  to  the  participants  from  various 
countries  attending  the  Harry  Benjamin  4th  Inter- 
national Conference  on  Gender  Identity. 

The  historical  significance  of  the  meeting  was 
emphasized  by  the  presence  and  address  of  pioneer 
Dr.  Harry  Benjamin. 

An  extended  Open  Forum  moderated  by  Dr.  John 
Money,  as  anticipated,  proved  a stimulating  and  pro- 
ductive highlight  of  the  program. 

It  was  gratifying  to  observe  the  progress  reported 
in  various  aspects  of  handling  the  problem  of  gender 
dysphoria  syndrome  and  to  note  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  clinical  teams  that  have  been  organized.

When  Harry  Benjamin  was  born  90  years  ago  on 
January  12,  1885,  we  know  his  parents  had  high 
hopes  for  him,  but  even  they  could  not  dream  of 
what  their  son  would  achieve — the  part  he  would 
play  in  pioneering  medical  research  and  treatment 
in  the  alleviation  of  at  least  one  phase  of  human 
suffering,  transexualism  — his  designation  of  the 
condition.  Because  of  him  thousands  of  troubled 
individuals  throughout  the  world  have  found  under- 
standing of  their  dilemma  and  a way  to  a new  life. 
His  book,  The  Transsexual  Phenomenon,  was  the 
first  scientific  work  in  the  field. 

In  April,  1973,  Dr.  Benjamin  received  the  first 
award  of  the  Erickson  Educational  Foundation  Medal 
of  Honor. 

On  January  10th,  1975,  more  than  fifty  distin- 
guished colleagues  and  friends  attended  a banquet 
at  the  Princeton  Club  of  New  York  honoring  this 
great  man  of  our  time.  Several  guests  made  special 
trips  to  attend  from  as  far  away  as  Switzerland,  Paris 
and  Mexico.  Dr.  Benjamin  received  many  warm  tri- 
butes during  the  program  which  culminated  in  the 
surprise  presentation  of  his  portrait  painted  by 
Charles  Hargreaves  which  will  hang  in  the  office  of 
the  Harry  Benjamin  Foundation  for  the  Study  of 
Gender  Identity.

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  individuals  who  re- 
sponded to  our  request  for  reports  on  experiences 
in  handling  transexual  problems  with  governmental 
and  private  agencies  in  the  vocational  and  insurance 
fields. 

We  want  to  assure  correspondents  that  while 
every  letter  coming  to  our  office  is  carefully  read 
and  appreciated,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  reply 
to  all  the  correspondence  received.  Where  there  is 
a specific  inquiry  or  request  it  is  of  course  taken 
care  of  as  soon  as  possible,  but  our  limited  staff 
and  facilities  prevent  us  from  entering  into  con- 
tinuing correspondence. 

INSURANCE  INFORMATION 

EEF  has  learned  from  Dr.  Ira  M.  Dushoff,  Chief, 
Gender  Identity  Association,  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  that 
more  than  15  carriers  of  national  repute  have  paid 
for  sex  reassignment  surgery  or  filed  letters  of  cor- 
porate intent  to  consider  such  surgery  as  reconstruc- 
tive in  nature.  The  Association  has  expressed  will- 
ingness to  supply  advice  in  pressing  particular  insur- 
ance claim  problems  in  process. 

IN  PENNSYLVANIA 

. . . EEF  participated  at  the  Bucknell  University, 
Lewisburg,  Resident  Colloquy,  “Perspectives  on  Hu- 
man Sexuality,"  in  October.  The  session  on  tran- 
sexualism  also  included  a presentation  by  Dr. 
Charles  Ihlenfeld,  president  of  The  Harry  Benjamin 
Foundation  for  the  Study  of  Gender  Identity,  and 
the  film,  “I’m  Something  Else.” 

. . . An  overflow  audience  of  more  than  600  attended 
the  September  professional  symposium,  “Human 
Sexuality  Today  and  Where  Tomorrow?”  sponsored 
by  the  Allentown  Hospital  Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology,  and  Lehigh  County  medical  so- 
cieties. EEF  cooperated  with  the  program  on  tran- 
sexualism  which  included  a presentation  by  Dr. 
Ihlenfeld. 

DRIVERS  LICENSE 

Pennsylvania  is  the  latest  state  to  grant  drivers 
licenses  to  preoperative  transexuals  officially.  The 
Attorney  General  has  ruled  that  it  is  permissible  for 
a person  to  use  a name  which  may  not  be  his  birth 
name  provided  he  or  she  will  use  the  name  “con- 
sistently in  the  conduct  of  all  of  life’s  affairs.”  In 
addition  to  executing  an  Affidavit  of  Intent  and  Ap- 
plication for  Change  of  Name  on  Operator’s  License, 
it  is  required  to  submit  copies  of  two  other  docu- 
ments evidencing  the  use  of  the  new  name  in  other 
areas,  or  applications  filed  with  any  agency  as  evi- 
dence of  the  intended  use  of  the  new  name. 

IN  SWITZERLAND 

The  civil  status  of  a former  male  citizen  who  had 
sex  reassignment  surgery  in  1971  has  finally  been 
recognized  for  the  first  time  in  the  Swiss  Civil  Code. 
After  three  years  deliberation,  authorities  agreed  to 
re-register  the  postoperative  individual  as  a woman. 


. . . It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  are  several 
groups  of  transexuals  who  are  beginning  to  meet 
regularly  for  mutual  assistance,  counseling  and  co- 
operation. For  further  information  communicate  with 
EEF  New  York  office. 

. . . The  Clinic  for  Study  of  Sexual  Development 
of  New  York  University  School  of  Medicine,  550 
First  Avenue,  New  York,  is  expanding  its  program 
for  the  evaluation  and  treatment  of  transexuals  and 
transvestites.  Sex  reassignment  surgery  will  not  be 
offered  at  the  clinic.  Group  therapy  for  selected 
patients  with  gender  dysphoria  will  be  available.

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IN  ENGLAND 


AT  JOHNS  HOPKINS 


As  part  of  our  policy  to  disseminate  information 
on  transexualism  to  professionals  here  and  abroad, 
EEF  was  represented  at  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion-University of  Bradford  Conference  on  Psycho- 
Sexual  Problems  held  at  the  University  in  Yorkshire 
in  September. 

A visitation  of  about  50  members  of  the  British 
Gay  Liberation  groups  who  demanded  dialogue  in 
the  programs  on  homosexuality  and  transexualism, 
resulted  in  some  delay  and  the  refusal  of  Dr.  John 
Randell  of  Charing  Cross  Hospital  to  present  his 
paper  on  transexualism,  as  well  as  the  refusal  of  Sir 
John  Peel  and  High  Court  Mr.  Justice  Waller  to 
participate  as  scheduled.  Dr.  Donald  West  agreed 
to  reduce  his  presentation  on  homosexuality  to  15 
minutes  to  permit  extended  dialogue  which  was 
continued  in  another  meeting  room  for  those  inter- 
ested. The  University  agreed  to  cooperate  with  the 
Gay  Lib  in  a future  symposium  there.  It  was  an 
interesting  experience  to  observe  Yorkshire  di- 
plomacy successfully  handling  the  problem  of  just 
grievances,  hostilities,  lack  of  communication,  in- 
dignation, etc.,  in  a confrontation  that  proved  to  be 
a learning  experience  for  many. 

Our  EEF  representative  was  given  the  opportunity 
to  address  the  meeting,  which  included  250  phy- 
sicians and  professionals.  Mrs.  Doreen  Cordell,  of 
ACCESS,  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  information 
on  transexualism. 


IN  LONDON 

Professionals  from  various  areas  of  England  heard 
Dr.  Charles  Ihlenfeld,  president  of  the  Harry  Ben- 
jamin Foundation  for  Gender  Identity  Research, 
speak  at  a July  gender  role  conference  co-sponsored 
by  EEF  and  ACCESS,  a London  counseling  service 
in  the  field  of  social  and  emotional  problems  of 
human  sexuality.  Also  on  the  program  were  David 
Green,  attorney,  Doreen  Cordell  of  ACCESS,  and  an 
EEF  representative. 


PARIS  CONGRESS 

As  John  Money  said  in  his  “Differentiation  of 
Gender  Identity’’  presentation,  “We  have  brought  sex 
to  France!”  More  than  1,000  participants  crowded 
the  sessions  of  the  First  International  Congress  of 
Medical  Sexology  sponsored  by  the  Society  for  the 
Scientific  Study  of  Sex  and  the  International  Federa- 
tion of  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics  in  July  1974  at 
the  Faculte  de  Pharmacologie. 

U.  S.  panelists  in  the  Round  Table  forum  on  tran- 
sexualism chaired  by  Dr.  Richard  Green,  included 
Dr.  John  Money  and  Dr.  Charles  Ihlenfeld.  EEF  in- 
formation material  was  distributed  and  requested 
for  mailing  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  was  evident 
to  us  from  concerned  participants  that  there  is  a 
dire  need  for  enlightenment  on  the  subject  in  many 
other  countries. 


The  Sexual  Behaviors  Consultation  Unit  is  now 
performing  initial  screening  service  formerly  handled 
by  the  Gender  Identity  Clinic  which  was  established 
with  EEF  support.  Transexuals  who  wish  an  initial 
evaluation  or  follow-up  should  make  contact  with  the 
Unit  first.

IN  LOS  ANGELES 

The  June  FORUM  ON  VARIANT  SEX  BEHAVIOR, 
co-sponsored  by  EEF,  marked  the  10th  anniversary 
of  The  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Human  Resources, 
affiliate  of  ONE,  Inc.  Distinguished  specialists  con- 
tributed presentations  on  transexualism,  transves- 
tism, incest,  sado-masochism  and  fetishism,  homo- 
sexuality, and  law  enforcement. 

The  purpose  of  the  Forum,  stated  by  W.  Dorr 
Legg,  ISHR  secretary-treasurer,  was  to  "open  the 
eyes  of  professionals  to  realities  of  sexual  experi- 
ence which  may  be  quite  foreign  to  them  and  to 
encourage  them  to  view  them  from  a more  human 
and  less  clinical  aspect.”  The  keynote  introduction, 
“A  Philosophy  for  Non-Procreative  Sexuality,”  was 
presented  by  Lester  Kirkendall,  Ph.D.,  world  veteran 
battler  for  a humanistic  approach  in  sexual  attitudes. 

Highlighting  the  banquet  was  the  witty  and  mov- 
ing introduction  by  noted  writer  and  ISHR  trustee, 
Christopher  Isherwood,  of  his  long-time  friend,  Dr. 
Evelyn  Hooker,  who  was  chairman  of  the  NIMH  Task 
Force  on  Homosexuality.  Mr.  Isherwood  reviewed  the 
landmarks  in  Dr.  Hooker’s  twenty-year  role  in  re- 
search toward  human  liberation  and  enlightenment 
and  a standing  ovation  reflected  the  almost  reveren- 
tial response  of  the  audience. 

Acknowledged  “First  Lady  of  Transexualism”  Miss 
Christine  Jorgensen,  who  has  addressed  campus 
audiences  totaling  over  150,000,  opened  the  panel 
on  transexualism. 


SYMPOSIUM  FOR  PSYCHOLOGISTS 

EEF  assisted  in  arranging  the  symposium,  “Sex- 
Change  Surgery:  Clinical,  Ethical,  and  Legal 
Aspects,”  which  took  place  at  the  American  Psycho- 
logical Association  meeting  in  New  Orleans  in  Sep- 
tember, 1974.

Several  EEF  associates  have  witnessed  demonstra- 
tions of  Ingo  Swann’s  psychokinetic  abilities,  one  of 
which  is  described  in  the  book.  In  his  long  series  of 
experiments  at  Stanford  Research  Institute,  he  has 
insisted  upon  no  publicity  and  upon  the  strictest 
of  scientific  methods.  His  objective  is  to  discover 
as  much  as  possible  about  the  workings  of  the  hu- 
man mind,  consciousness  potential  and  awareness.
